LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 


Miss Harriet Whittier Speaks on Some 
Aspects of World Friendship—Program 
for School of Foreign Affairs 


“The Kellogg anti-war treaty is the last 
step in an organized effort for humanity and 
the eyes of the world are on the United 
States today to see what its action will be 
with regard to it.” said Miss Harriet Whit- 
tier speaking before the Andover League 
of Women Voters at a meeting held Tuesday 
at the Phelps House. 


“The one white thing that leaped from 
the horrors of the World War,” continued 
Miss Whittier, “was the League of Nations. 
Since 1920 many conferences have been 
called each with the same deep underlying 
desire to find a new method to settle dis- 
putes by pacific means. Those who are 
working to set this new machinery in motion 
are often misjudged and branded as pacifists. 
Pacifists is a misnomer”. Those who are 
in favor of a new machinery for settling 
disputes between nations are fighters; they 
should be called ‘arbitrationists’ as opposed 
to ‘militarists’, ‘cooperationists’ as opposed 
to ‘isolationists’. It is always easier to fight 
to destroy than to fight to build up. We do 
not want to abolish armies and navies—we 
are practical idealists; nor do we believe 
that the Peace Pact can abolish war. But 
it will set machinery in motion to attend 
to the offenders.” 

Miss Whittier compared the struggle 
to unify these United States of America 
with that of making a United Nations of 
the World. If the first task took seventy-five 
years, already in nine years great progress 
has been made in mobilizing the opinion 
of the world to accomplish the second. As 
it was difficult to make each state give up 
its sovereign rights, so with the larger plan 
it grows increasingly difficult for each 
nation to give up its sovereign rights out of 
respect to the sovreign rights of others. 
The speaker traced this movement from its 
first manifestations when primitive men 
united in small grotps for their mutual 
advantage. Larger and larger groups have 
united covering larger and larger areas until 
this culminating step makes an effort to 
unite the nations in a world group. 

So interdependent are nations today 
economically, financially, politically and 
socially, that in order to keep what we have 
it will be necessary to establish this new 
machinery for arbitrating differences. 

The new world since the war requires an 
enlightened Nationalism which is Inter- 
nationalism. 

“The Kellogg Pact 1s before the Senate 
now. In the past fifty years many beneficial 
treaties have been Killed by that body. Is 
this most important step of all mankind 
toward peace to meet the same fate?”

FIND RUBBER SNAKE 
IN NATIONAL PARK 


A rubber snake, the first of Its 
species to be found in the Yellowstone 
National park, was discovered recent- 
ly by a party of visitors being con- 
ducted along one of the nature trails 
by Ranger Naturalist Herman Albert- 
son. The rubber snake is a northern 
species belonging to the same family 
as the boas and pythons of the tropics 
and is classed as a constrictor. Un- 
like its tropical brothers, it not only 
is harmless but is suid to make u fine 
pet, as it does not attempt to bite or 
resent handling. ‘The specimen dis- 
covered in the Yellowstone was small, 
not more than a foot In length, and 
was of nearly uniform dlameter 
throughout, the tail being blunt-ended 
much like the head. The whole sur- 
face of its body wus rather smooth, 
with a loose-fitting skin of plain green- 
ish-brown above und tannish-yellow 
beneath. Rubber snakes seldom reach 
more than two feet In length,

The Outside and Inside of Professional 
Sunday Baseball 

It needs no Hegalian dialectician to know 
that every outside has its inside, and this is 
as true of men as of logic and material 
things; men have both an outside and an 
inside. Sart the outside conduct of a man 
should reveal his inside character; what he 
says should be the true index of what he 
thinks, But alas! our world is far from ideal, 
hence we find “sheep in wolves’ clothing,” 
men wearing dress suits over soiled under- 
wear. 

Instinctively we are inclined to believe 
that the outer man and the inner man are 
alike true, but the fact is that fidelity to this 
normal instinct often betrays us into undue 
confidence; we become gullable rather than 
cautious and thus lay ourselves open to 
deception. Upon this gullability the dema- 
gogue chiefly relies for success. He knows 
that an unsuspicious public will not peep 
behind the scene. He has but to act well his 
part before the footlights to receive both the 
plaudits of the people and their cash 

The part played at our last state election 
by the promoters of professional Sunday 
teers certainly did receive the plaudits of 
the majority of voters and now they are 
endeavoring to collect their cash. Then 
before the footlights the performers acted 
their part well for they vividly portrayed 
the dear “laboring class” as bound to hard 
monotonous labor forty-four hours a week 
with no recreation or privilege. Sunday 
they claim was the laborers’ only leisure 
day. On this day he yearned for out-of-door 
sport and this he should have and could 
have, were it not forbidden by Puritanic 
laws maintained by a traditionally bound 
and moss-backed clergy. These laws they 
tell us outrageously restrict the freedom 
of the working man and make Sunday to 
him sheer boredom. For as Sunday laws 
now stand, the poor man’s freedom is re- 
stricted to the following movements:—a 
ride on the train, an auto ride, a game of 
golf, a dinner at some hotel, a meeting at his 
favorite club, a chat and a smoke about the 
family fireside, listening to the radio, snow- 
shoeing, skiing, or skating in winter, a game 
of checkers or cards with invited guests, and 
as a special privilege, carving furniture or 
sawing wood. 

Being thus so cruelly imprisoned during 
Sunday afternoons his situation is shown 
to be deplorable and his need of a remedy 
is urgent. This remedy they amply provide 
in the form of a “professional base ball 
match.” Such professionals stand ready to 
amuse the laboring man but are at present 
hindered from so doing by our antiquated 
blue laws. Hence to change these laws was 
the first humanitarian duty of these sport 
promoters. This they gloriously accomplished 
at our last state election by the cooperation 
of sentimental women voters and a host of 
uninformed men voters. 

Here then we see the outside of the stage. 
The motive seen to run through it all is 
pity for the dear working man’s restricted 
situation and a genuine desire to make Sun- 
day for him a day of delight and profit. 
How innocent it all seems, how beneficent, 
how fraternal! And how narrow and selfish 
and antiquated seem the conduct of those 
who protested against commercialized base 
ball on Sunday. 

So it seemed until the inside of the scene 
was recently uncovered by the Finance 
Commission of Boston. Now the gullable 
public are admitted behind the curtain and 
what they see and hear discolors the whole 
outward scene: Instead of a sheep they 
may find a wolf, instead of a dress suit 
they may discover dirty and _ill-smelling 
underclothes, instead of desire for the labor- 
ing man’s pleasure they may find a desire 
solely for his purse-strings. 

Stripped of their mask these Promoters 
seem to be grafters and demagogues, banded 
together to make of Sunday a bargain day 
for the lining of their individual pockets 
and if allowed unimpeded way, they would 
orientalize the laboring man of much of his 
cash. 

All this some of us suspected from the 
start and uttered our warning but as well 
bay to the moon as to dissuade an unin- 
formed public mind acting under the domi- 
nance of mushy sentimentality.

Announcement 


Mrs. H. M. Poynter, President of the 
Andover League of Women Voters announces 
the program for the eighth annual School 
of Foreign Affairs which will be held at the 
Commander Hotel, Cambridge, January 
22, 23 and 24. The School will’ discuss 
against a background of fact, material 
oresented by speakers from several European 

ations and from China, the policy of the 
United States in relation to Disarmament, 
Foreign Trade and Treaty Relationships. 
The trend away from political liberalism 
will also be presented. 

The program will be developed by a series 
of addresses and round table luncheon 
conferences, further supplemented by the 
short discussion periods following each 
address, 

Members of the faculty of Harvard Uni- 
versity in the department of history, law, 
foreign trade and economics, supplemented 
by a number of distinguished oreigners, 
will participate. Among the former are Dr. 
Arthur Holcombe, Professor of Government, 
who has recently returned from a year’s 
travel and study in Europe and the Orient; 
Prof. James P. Baxter, Assistant Professor 
of History and an authority on Caribbean 
questions; Prof. George B. Roorbach, of 
the Graduate School of Business Adminis- 
stration and Dean William Hung, a dis- 
tinguished Chinese formerly at Yenching 
University and now a visiting professor at 
Harvard. 

_From the graduate student body two 
distinguished Europeans will participate, 
Dr. Stephen Czako, who served as Min- 
isterial Vice Secretary in the Royal Hun- 
garian Ministry for Public Welfare, now 
“Pugsley” Fellow in International Law at 
Harvard, and Stephen P. Ladas, a brilliant 
citizen of Greece. 

Two other noted Europeans to give the 
evening addresses are Senor Salvador de 
Madariaga, Director of Spanish studies at 
Oxford University and Former Chief of 
Disarmament of the Secretariat of the 
League of Nations, who is gaining so many 
friendly readers for his brilliant essays 
in the Atlantic and the Forum; and Prof, 
Gaetano Salvemini, who came under the 
ban of Mussolini, and so was forced toabandon 
his work in the Chair of History at the 
University of Florence.

Firefly’s Tail Light 
Diffuses Little Heat 


The fireflies, or “lightning bugs,” 
which dance in the twilight, carry 
torches that burn on the same prin- 
ciple as a lighted candle, That Is to 
say, they combine a combustible sub- 
stance with oxygen and produce light. 


firefly is that his tall Mght makes 80 
little heat; it can falrly be called 
“cold ight.” 

The substance consumed to produce 
the firefly’s light is luciferin. The 
shining of fireflies, and of other an- 
imals and plants, used to be called 
phosphorescence, because it looks like 
the light given off by a plece of rubbed 
phosphorus fn the dark. 

But it Is not caused by phosphorus. 
Luelferin really means “light-bearer.” 
By itself It does not glow, but a sec: 
ond substance known as tuciferase. 
present in all luminous organisms, 
causes it to combine with oxygen, and 
this makes the luminescence.

Watermelon Long Known 

According te Muster Graves, the wa 
termelon abounded in Massachusetts 
in 1629, only nine years after the land 
Ing of the Pilgrims.

In 1664 the Florida 
tribes were cultivating it in their flelds 
of maize, and nine years later Father 
Marquette found among the western 
tribes melons “which are excellent, es:

Perfumes of Quality 


The little town of Grasse of 16,000 
Inhabitants, picturesquely situated on 
the French Riviera, Is the greatest 
center in the world for the making of 
scents and perfumes. 

During the past year the quantity 
of flowers used for the making of 
perfumes reached the total of 18,000,- 
000 pounds. Included were orange 
blossoms, vivlets, Jasmine, roses, tube- 
roses. carnations, cassia, mimosa, mig- 
nonette and wallflowers. ‘Thirty thou- 
sand pounds of roses «are required 
for a single quart of essence of rose. 

Called the “City of Scents,” Grasse 
began its perfume making away back 
in the Sixteenth century, when Queen 
Catherine de Medicis sent an expert 
to Grasse with the purpose of “found: 
ing a laboratory.” ‘The city’s busiest 
period is from May to July. Then vis- 
itors are shown great shallow vats of 
liquid lard or some other equally 
basle preparation, upon which large 
quantities of flowers are laid, so that 
the greasy substance underneath mity 
ubsorb any essence coming from these 
floral heaps. 

When this process tukes place the 
muss of fat is boiled down and other 
liquids are mixed with it, liquids hav- 
Ing special properties for strength 
ening and retaining the particular 
perfume desired. ‘Then comes the 
time to bottle, pack and transport the 
fragrant scents. No less than 400 
fuctories are engaged In scent making 
in Grasse, which gives employment to 
80 per cent of the population. 


Bat Tribe Members

Bats are animuls, not birds, ‘They 
suckle their young at the breast and 
ure classed by zoologists us flying 
mammals. ‘There are more than 250 
species and subspecies of bats in 
North America alone. Some of the 
tropical species ure blood-sucking 
vampires, und others are fruit eaters, 
although nearly all the buts of the 
United States und farther north are 
Insectivorous. Usually the female 
gives birth to one young, but cuses 
of twins ure not uncommon, One 
authority says on this subject: “They 
never make any nests or even attempt 
to fix over the crannies where they hide 
and where the little bats are born 
These helpless little things are not 
left at home ut the mercy of foraging 
rats and mice. When the old bat files 
off into the twilight the youngsters 
often go with her, clinging about her 
neck.

Orthodox and Catholic

“We Americans pride ourselves on our 
great industrial efficiency, our labor-saving 
machinery, our modern factory methods, 
our splendid railroads, our radios, automo- 
biles, and household comforts and conven- 
lences. From these things we are likely to 
conclude that from an economic standpoint 
the United States is just about perfect. We 
have the highest standard of living in the 
world, the highest wage level and the great- 
est national wealth. There is, however, one 
vital part of our economic system that is 
very wasteful and inefficient, and which 
unless corrected holds a definite threat to 
the continuance of prosperity. I refer to 
our system of distribution. You cannot 
convince 50 per cent of the retailers of this 
country that they have in recent years 
attained a higher standard of living, because 
they have not. 

“Thanks to the recent Census of Dis- 
tribution we now have the figures on re- 
tailing in 11 of the important cities of the 
country, which are representative of the 
whole. They show 46 per cent of the indi- 
vidual retail states in this country are making 
sales of less than $160. a week. Assumin 
that it were possible to sell their goods at 30 

er cent over cost, that would leave only 

37. a week to cover all operating expenses, 
including salaries, light, rent, heat, and other 
overhead. Obviously, this is an impossible 
situation; but, as a matter of fact nearly 
half of the independent retailers today are 
trying to operate on that volume of busi- 
ness. Moreover, one-third of all retailers 
are not averaging gross business of more 
than $45. a weeek. Again, assuming a 30 
per cent mark up on all goods, which is of 
course large, these stores would have only 
$10.40 a week to pay all operating expenses, 
wages, etc. Certainly, for one-third of our 
retailers there is no such thing as a higher 
standard of living. There is not even any 
kind of a living. 

“This does not mean there is no money 
to be made in retailing. On the contrary, 
the chain stores, the well-managed depart- 
ment stores, and the efficient independent 
stores are making good profits. The crowded 
condition of retailing has come about through 
the establishment of hundreds of small 
stores by inexperienced men on shoe-string 
capital. For some reason or other every- 
body fancies himself capable of running a 
store. Wholesalers and jobbers are largel 
to blame for encouraging these hundreds 
of individual stores which never have had a 
chance of success from the moment they 
are started. The failure statistics clearly 
show that such businesses are profitable 
neither for the men who operate them, nor 
for the manufacturer or wholesaler who 
supplies them. It is a serious matter to the 
wholesalers and manufacturers alike if one- 
third of our present outlets are destined to 
failure. It behooves them to study this retail 
situation more closely. 

“The enormous growth of the chain 
stores was really forced by the economic 
conditions existing in retail trade. Confronted 
with the surplus of stores for the available 
market, some entertrising retailers took the 
only course they saw available to make 
profits—namely, to cut costs by establishing 
chain stores with larger buying power and 
greater volume of sales at lower prices. 
Having achieved such marked success in this 
direction the chains are expanding at a 
tremednously rapid rate, thereby further 
aggravating the over-crowded condition. 
The chains, however, have large capital, 
trained personnel, and efficient operating 
methods, and are not the ones who are 
suffering from this condition. Today 50 
per cent of the boots and shoes and hats 
and caps are sold in chain stores; 45 per cent 
of the butter and eggs; 40 per cent of the 
groceries; 30 per cent of the drugs; 35 per 
cent of the furniture; 31 per cent of the coal, 
wood, and ice; 29 per cent of the electrical 
appliances; 27 per cent of the candy; and 
26 per cent of the musical instruments.

BABSON SHOWS VERY DIFFICULT CONDITIONS 
EXISTING IN WHOLESALE AND RETAIL TRADE 


Enormous Growth of Chain Stores Forced by Economic Conditions Existing in Retail Trade 
—Wholesalers’ Problem Is Not Too Many Wholesalers but Too Many Retailers — 
Rapid Turnover Means Profits, Slow Turnover Means Losses 


“The large, well-managed department 
stores have succeeded in maintaining their 
position, but even in this field there is a 

towing movement to create great chains. 

lready 33 per cent of the department store 
business is done by chain department stores. 
We have recently seen the formation of a 
new nation-wide chain of this kind with 
tremendous resources and buying power. 


The Wholesalers’ Dilemma 


“Wholesalers are just now becoming 
fully aware of the fact that their business 
with the hundreds of small ill-managed 
retail stores, which in ahd instances they 
were instrumental in establishing, is not 

rofitable. Instead it is costing them money. 

e wholesalers’ problem is not too many 
wholesalers but too many retailers. A recent 
study of a typical wholesale house showed 
that nearly half of its number of orders were 
for less than $10. each. These small orders 
accounted for but 12 per cent of the total 
volume of business aa realty represented a 
net loss. The only profit producing business 
in the wholesale trade is on the larger order 
such as a successful and firmly established 
retail store is able to give. Wholesalers 
are also learning that they must take a leaf 
out of the book of the chain store and simp- 
lify their stock. It is a fact that chain store 
warehouse stock has a turn-over three times 
as great as that of the average wholesaler. 
Rapid turn-over means profits, and slow 
turn-over, in this day of competition, means 
losses. Many wholesalers are carrying un- 
profitable lines and do not know it. 

Another thing that the wholesaler will 
have to do if he is to continue in business 
is to carefully select his customers. The old 
practice of setting up every “Tom, Dick, 
and Harry’ in business in a little store, 
merely to sell them an insignificant bill of 
goods must be discontinued. Furthermore, 
the wholesaler must analyze his retail market 
and find out in what localities it is possible 
for the retailer to succeed. There are literal! , 
hundreds of stores in existence today whic 
are not jeans by the consuming demand 
in their localities. When a chain store finds 
one of its units operating unprofitably it 
quickly finds out what the trouble is. If the 
investigation reveals that the location should 
never have been selected it is promptly 
discontinued. On the other hand, the taal 
independent worries along in this hopeless 
situation when he would be far better off 
in some other location or in some other line 
of business. The short-sighted scramble 
for volume which leads jo! Pers and whole- 
salers to encourage the starting of so man 
unnecessary retail stores is now coming tate 
upon them as a boomerang. Fundamentally 
the situation thus created brought into 
existence the wholesalers’ greatest competi- 
tor, the chain store, Now he finds himself 
faced with the loss of possibly one-third of 
his independent customers, and also subject 
to a constant short-circuiting of his whole 
economic function by the chain store. 
Suggestions for Helping Distributors 

“The question may well be asked: ‘Now 
that we know what are the problems con- 
fronting wholesalers and retailers, what can 
be done about it?’ If anyone knew some 
cure for all these troubles he would indeed

have the business world at his feet. Frankly 
I do not believe there is any single solution 
to the question. Economic law will have to 
work out its processes, as it always docs, 
along the line of the survival of the fittest. 
This weeding-out process is going on and in 
time will no doubt eliminate the surplus of 
inefficient and incompetent distributors. 
There are, however, certain policies which if 
generally followed, could alleviate the 
situation. 

“The wholesaler should: (1) Carefully 
select his customers. (2) Stop going after 
the small, unprofitable orders. (3) Study 
his sales territory and restrict sales efforts 
to regions where they are profitable. (4) At 
least consider the wholesale cash and carry 
policy which has been so successful in certain 
parts of the country. 

“The retailer should: (1) Look the facts 
in the face regarding his own business and 
if it is unprofitable find out why. If the 
cause cannot be removed he should go into 
some other line of business. (2) There are 
certain methods of improving efficiency and 
cutting costs that the retailer can learn 
from the chain stores, On the other hand, he 
should not try to imitate the chain store in 
eliminating all services to customers; unless 
he is prepared to join a chain system and go

“Statue of Freedom” 
on National Capitol 


The bronze statue surmounting the 
dome of the national capitol at Wash 
ington is the figure of a woman and 
symbolizes liberty. This statue Is oft- 
en erroneously supposed to represent 
an American Indian, owing to the faet 
that from a distance the helmet of the 
figure resembles the bonnet of an In 
dian war chief. In fact the eagles 
head and the arrangement of the 
feathers on the helmet were suggested 
by costumes of certain Indian tribes 
The figure, which weighs 14,985 
pounds and Is 1944 feet high, was mod 
eled at Rome, Italy, by Thomas Craw 
ford in 
1850 by Senator 
Mississippi, who

Announces Playwriting Contest 


The fifth annual health playwriting con- 
test for high schools and junior high schools 
in the Commonwealth is announced by the 
Massachusetts Tuberculosis League. The 
contest period runs until April 1st. 

In previous years the contest has been 
conducted on a_ nation-wide basis. The 
National Tuberculosis Association which 
sponsored the contest, feeling that it had 
demonstrated the value of the project, an- 
nounced the discontinuance of it on a nation- 
wide plan and recommended that it be con- 
ducted by the State Associations or groups 
of State Associations. 

In view of the increasing solidarity of the 
New England States, the 1929 contest will 
be conducted on a New England basis, with 
each state conducting its own local contest 
and the prize winning plays of each state 
submitted to three judges who will select 
three prize winners for the New England 
territory. The 1929 prizes for New England 
will be, $100. first prize, $50. second prize, 
and $25. third prize. The prizes will be 
awarded to the schools or the individual 
authors of the plays as the principal of the 
schools may determine.

‘Tides ebb ane 
low at every point on the coust with 
clocklike regularity. Nevertheless the 
wether continues to be fair or toul. 
irrespective of those Udes On the 
other bund, conditions of very low 
barometric pressure und very strong 
winds from favorable directions cuuse 
either unusually tow or unusually 
high tides, us the cuse may be ‘This 
is the influence of the weather on the 
lides, and the weather is not the re 
sult of any tidal influence 

Even when there is, us meteorology 


ists understund, a very insignifleate 
outthow of air from ou region inte 
which the tide is rising, or u- corre 


sponding intlow of air as the tide sub 
sides, this does bot constitute a sly 
niticunt feature of the weather,
